MOSCOW — Thousands of eth- 
nic Russians opposed posed to the seces- 
sion of the Baltic states attempted 
to push their way into the Estonian 
and Latvian legislatures on Tues- 
day but were repelled by pro-inde- 
pendence Balts. 

The most dramatic confronta- 
tion took place in Tallinn, the Esto- 
nian capital, where pro-Moscow 
demonstrators briefly raised the 
fed Soviet hammer-and-sickle flag 
over the Estonian parliament after 
learing down the Estonian flag. 

‘About 15.000 Estonians then 
converged on the building in re- 
sponse 10 a radio appeal from the 
prime minister, forcing the 2,000 or 
so ethnic Russian protesters to re- 
treat.

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Bank: Stocks: Cheap Enough for the Risk?

NEW YORK — Banking company stocks. 
atter being shunned by Wall Street for the fast 
seven months, increased sharply during the 
recent stock aiarket rally, and may be Weated 
more graciously in coming months. 

The problems that caused bank shares to fall 
sharply persist: mounting losses from bad real 
estate loans and fears of losses on louns τὸ 
heavily indebted companies if the economy 
weakens. 

But some analysts and investors say bank 
share prices have fallen enough to compensate 
investors for the remaining risks 

An index of bank stocks compiled by Keefe 
Bruyette & Woods showed that through May 1} 
these stocks had fallen more than 22 percent 
from their early-October peak: in the sume 
period the Standard & Poor's 500 stock inde:.
